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Students Fit In At 
Lower Merion 

Preparation by Narberth 
High School Praised 

I'ontrury to the dolorous reports )»>ib- 
Hshed broadcast last year by those who 
knew nothing about our local schools, 
the Narberth pupils now attending 
Lower Merion have shown no ill ef- 
fects from their years at Narberth. 
In fact, according to reports from the 
. Ardmore institution, Narberth students 
are in many ruses more than holding 
their own with their classmates of 
-Lower Merion Township. 

This news is of interest to the scores 
of residents and former Narberth stu- 
dents who maintained their loyalty to 
our excellent local schools when the 
system was attacked; and the inform- 
ation that the change of schools was 
accomplished without serious hitch is 
a relief to the many working towards 
the union of Narberth and Lower Mer- 
ion High Schools. 

Mr. Oeorge II. Wilson, Principal of 
the Narberth Schools, has received 
these reports from the Lower Merion 
authorities. The liejid of one of the 
departments wrote: "I want to com- 
pliment you upon the very thorough 
preparation which your school appar- 
ently gave ytr.ir pupils last year. We 
have four of your students in our ad- 
vanced class and they _are all doing 
well--much more than merely holding 
their own. ' ' 

There are .7K of our students now at 
Lower Merion. and save for difficulties 
in' adjusting one subject — French — have 
fitted very smoothly into the new or- 
ganization. 

Lower Merion is as crowded ffliis 
year as was Narberth last year, and 
no. relief -will be experienced,, it is> 
saW; untilrrhe/ new; Junior -High School 
building is completed — probably next 
.Innuary. 

The Narberth School has had a 
thorough going over, and many Im- 
provements in tlie interior made. Under 
the present enrollment, the buildings, 
ihy careful planning, will just a'bout 
accommodate the elementary and Jun- 
ior High School pupils. 

• At the meeting of the School Board 
last Monday night, the appointments 
of two members of the faculty were 
approved. These are Miss Harriet Cal- 
vert as Teacher of Domestic Science 
and Superintendent, of the Lunch 
Boom, and Miss Katharine Maher to 
take charge of a new- department of 
the school work. Miss Maher will act 
as resident nurse and vdsitng teacher. 
She will 'watch the health of -the pu- 
pils, keep track of absences, and visit 
the liomes of ill or absent students. 

Because of the heavy growth of the 
seventh grade it will probably- be 
necessary for the Board to secure an 
additional iteacher to take charge of 
one section, Provisions have also been 
made, for the securing of n coach to 
take charge Of football, and later, bas- 
ketball and baseball among the Junior 
High School students. 

The smoothness with which the trans- 
fer of'iitudents was iiinde to Lower Mer- 
ion, arid the satisfactory adjustments 
imt<re at Narrjerth, reflect a great. *leal of 
credit upon Principal "Wilson and the 
members of the Board who Worked with 
•him to accomplish the wishes of the 
people in abandoning our local High 
School.

Short Talks on New Books

Three of tlie Hooks which were added 
to the Library elieives this month ar-> 
very interesting reading but purely 
fiction. 

Among these is .lane Abbot's ' ' Min- 
glestreams." This is a cheerful out- 
door story. Two Rills open a tea house 
in a en in]) in the woods. A young man 
suffering from amnesia finds' his -way 
therei and i« taken raire of by the girls 
and their old cook. There is a pretty 
liwe story and a bit of mystery, en- 
ough to make the book entertaining 
reading. 

"The White Flag," by Gene Stmt- 
ton Porter is the romantic story of 
life in the small town of Ashvnter. 
The heroine is amazingly jg-ood, the 
hero, gentle, kind and capable, and 
the villian just as had as he should 
be. The story Imn plenty of action and 
after many troubles, tfa.hu In and .la- 
son receive the re%vstrd of their good- 
ness. This undoubtedly will be one 
of the best sellers. 

The third, "Fortune's Pool," by 
Kahntini, is very thrilling after you 
have read about a third of the way 
through. It is a story of London in 
the time of ihe Restoration. Colonel 
Holes is fortune's fool in that all his 
desires are thwarted just as he is aibout 
to attain them. There arc duel", 

plagues, kidnapping of a beautiful 
suitress, but finally all ends well. 

"Bread," by diaries Morris, is an- 
other novel discussing the same sub- 
ject dealt with in Hutchinson's "This 
Freedom." Morris in his book con- 
trasts the life of two sisters— one Who 
tires of home life and goes back to 
oflice work; the other who finds happi- 
ness in her home and the care of her 
five rthildren. It is a subject which 
interests everyone and which every- 
one will want to' .decide for hinvself. 

Altogether different from these no- 
vels is a serious discussion by Henry 
T. Finck which he calls "Girth Con- 
trol." This title has a more pleasant 
sound than dieting but the book is for 
the very same people. There is plen- 
ty of food for thought as well as food 
for reducing, and it is put in as pleas- 
ing a way as is possible with such a 
subject. Ask for it at the Library 
and join the Girth Contra) Army. 

"The Lite Mat tin Pascal," by Lui- 
gn Pirandello is reviewed last because 
it stands somewhat apart from the 
others. It is an Italian story, being 
the first translation into.Knglish of any 
of Piradello's prose. His plays are 
well known, especially "Six Charac- 
ters in, Search of an Author." While 
this is fiction it lias quite, a different 
flavor from hhe many English novels. 
The story starts by saying that the 
document containing the story of Mat- 
tia Pascal's life must not be read un- 
til his third and last death. Anyone 
with a spark of curiosity will read 
anxiously on to find) out how the late 
Mr. Pascal managed three demises. It 
-makes an interesting Rtory and shows 
the many troubles that may befall the 
man who tries to be another person 
and yet live on the same earth and in 
the same body.
